Will the Spanish Civil War be- 
come a problem i 
Nations? ‘ f 

That is a question which is giv- 
ing rise to some concern in more 
than one European capital. 

The strife itself, being a purely 
domestic affair of Spain's, cannot, 
sof course,.come under the purview 
of the League. What could give 
lit international significance would 
be'the supply of arms to the rebel 
fores. The Spanish Government 
has the right under Article X of 
ithe Covenant to appeal against such 
interrention by a foreign Power- 
{It is stated that Spain contemplates 
taking such action. in view of the 
‘supply of Italian planer to the re- 
bel forces. . 

It is this. fear of foreign inter- 
vention, more particularly’ by Kaly 
and Germany, that has led France 
to suggest ‘that the Powers should 


move is not strictly in accordance 
with international law, as the 
properly elected and recognised 
Government of a country has a 
right to import what arms it re- 
quires to maintain order. 
Intervention Feared 

It is, however. the fear that 
Germany, Italy and Portugal may 
intervene on the side of the rebels, 
thereby turning a domestic strug- 
gie into an, international one. that 
has led France to suggest a pro- 
posal that might win the support 
fof these three Governments. 
Article K of the Covenant, which 
Spain. may invoke, declares tha‘
